The pdmazy object ot the present inveti- 
tion is to pimde a modified constmcdon of 
sfsA edge tcimniecs and cutters wtddbi wOl he 
pasticuhdy ada^rted to the trimming of the 

20 edg^ of a giass^ area bcsdeoed by a stone, 
pumd, or concrete surface (heoieina^ re- 
ferred to as the pa^). In (q^eaiadng the 
malority of «i@e trimmers m0an(ted upon 
ixillsis the nt^i^ is pcopdkd over th^ sur&oe 

25 of die g^ass and the edge is trimmed by a 
dipping aodcm residing from the employ- 
ment of various toons <^ lutiay shears <)r 
\Aajde&. These are particulattsr adapted to 
irnTTwrnng the e^^ cS Ifliwns boideiied by soft 

30 earth Vi/iach ecs little teastance to the por- 
tions of the cutfien at any dme are 
moving hdoTt the levd of tiie lawn siH&ce. 

The mo^ common siQialion of a lawn bor- 
dered by a lazd-ed^ p^ is that m which 

35 die lawn is sli^y hi^i^ than« or on the 
gamft level as» ^e path. In this atnadon the 
giass^ roots and earth tend to spread onto 
the surface of the pa&, and to trim die edge 
it is necessary to sever tltt debds along the 

40 l^ng of the path and remove it Devices em- 
xAoying rotary shears^ star wheels and die 
l&e, co-operadng with a fixed Uade are hi- 
eff ective in these c it ci mis ra iTO dnce die 


compacted earth of the lawn on the one ade^ 
andthehardsm&ceof diepathQiitheoth^» 45 
do not permit the cottens or die fixed blade 
to penetrate. 

The devke descrfted in tins spedficadon 
is essentially a rotary edgmg trow^ designed 
prhnaiiiy for penetrating eaoith and severing 50 
matted vegetatkm. Ihe rc^sr moves on tha 
suifaoe of the path and the edge of die lawn 
is tiinnned by the penetiadon of a rotary 
cutter into the earth idong die line betwe^ 
the lawn and die path and by the sbeadng SS 
action of the cntt» ia co-ope^tkm wilh the 
edge of the paith. 

Jn the preferred form of the device the 
spindle is mounted at one end onhr to a 
handle, the roUer being postkmed between 69 
the handle and the rotary cutter. The opera** 
ticn of the device requkes considerable force 
to be apf^ed to die cuo^ in bodi a hori- 
zsontal mrrcti<Mi away from the operator and 
a v^itical dii«cdon tov^rds the ground To 65 
enable the operator to apply diis force by 
means of his foot a footiest pedal whidi 
may be ri|^ or fdding, la attadied to the 
handla 

A scraper is mounted on the handle along TO 
one edge for the pmix>se of deanmg the rolf 
er and the adjaoei^ face of die cnCt^ of ad- 
hering grass ioi earth. 

In otoer that die said IhvsiitiQn may be 
deadly undeastood and readily carried failo 
efiect tl^ sune wHI now be more ivSSy de* 
s(7ibed widi rdEBiesnce to die accofnpanying 
drawing. 

In the invention as iHndrated in diis draw- 
ing the roHer is indiCTtfied at a. The rofca^ 80 
cutter is in the fcnm of a thm disc, wMdi is

&3j1 of the rollN. The sdd rotary cotter is of 
^eater diameter than the xdSer. and its out* 
er peripheral edgei wlndi may be a piafai 89 
cicde.

The footiest or pedal e may be fixed rigid- 
ly to the hamile^ jan^ or side-plates bv means 
of a damp^ bolts, SBC&m or angle brackjeL

20 handle^ jaws or ^de-^^ates hy means of a 
hinge so that it may be rotated upwards 
aboot the bii^ to lie along the handle for

1. An edge tcinxmer for trimming the 49 
edg^ of lawns, of tbe typt in wiiicb a rotary 
omer and a rollfir rotate togethg on a spin- 
dle mounted on a handle or between two 
jaws or ^de-p!ates» whkb has a footstep or 
paial attadied rig^y or by means of a 45 
bmge to die handk or jaws or side-elates. 

2. An edge trimmer for trimming the - 
ed^ of lawns having a rotary cott^ and a 
rc^er carried on die same spandle wbidi is 
nKHimed on a handle, in which the curved SO 
snrfoce of the roller and one face of Hnc cat* 
ter are deaned of adh^ing earth and debris 
by means of a scraper in tbe form of a plate 
mounted by attachment along one edge to 
the handle. , 55 

3. An edge trimmer as daimed in daim 
2 in wfaidi the scraper is additionally attach- 
ed to a footrest or bracket secured to tlw 
handleu 

4. An edge trimmer snbstantially as here- 60 
inbefore described with reference to the 
accompanying drawing*
